S.0.900 (E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 6 of the Coinage Act, 1906 (3 of 1906), the Central 
Government hereby determines that:— 

(a) the coins of the following denominations shall also be coined at the mint for issue under the authority of the 
Central Government in the memory of “DR. SYAMA PRASAD MOOKERJEE”, namely 

(i) One Hundred Rupees; 

(ii) Fifty Rupees; 

(in) Ten Rupees; 

(iv) Two Rupees; 

(b) the coins of the denominations of One Hundred Rupees, Fifty Rupees, Ten Rupees and Two Rupees, 
aforesaid, to be coined in accordance with the provisions of Section 6 of the said Act shall conform to the

1. ONE HUNDRED RUPEES 


OBVERSE.—TJjis face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capitol of Ashoka Pillar with legend “Whta inscribed 

below flanked on the left upper periphery with the word “RTOT and on the right upper periphery flanked with the word 
“INDIA”. It shall also bear the denominational value “ 100” in International Numerals below the Lion Capitol flanked on the 
left lower periphery with the word in Hindi and on the right lower periphery with the word “RUPEES” in English. 

REVERSE.—This face of the coin shall bear the portrait of “DR SYAMA PRASAD MOOKERJEE” flanked on the 
left periphery with the words "W. TUTUT OTTe "gtanff” in Hindi and on the top and right periphery “DR SHYAMA PRASAD 
MOOKERJEE” in English. The figure “2001” with the word in Hindi and “Centenary” in English shall be shown 

below the portrait in international numerals. 

2. FIFTY RUPEES 

OBVERSE.—This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capitol of Ashoka Pillar with legend ‘riKriAq inscribed 
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below flanked on the left upper periphery with the word “VTOt” and on the right upper periphery with the word “INDIA”. 
It shall also bear the denominational value “50” in International Numerals below the Lion Capitol flanked on the left lower 
periphety with the word in Hindi and right lower periphery with the word “RUPEES” in English. 

REVERSE.—This fece of the coin shall bear the portrait of “DR SYAMA PRASAD MOOKERJEE” flanked on the 
left periphery with the words '“51. Vhini Tram in Hindi and on the top and right periphery “DR SYAMA PRASAD 

MOOKERJEE” in English. The figure "2001” with the word in Hindi and “Centenary" in English shall be shown 

below the portrait in international numerals. 

3. TEN RUPEES 

OBVERSE.—This fece of the coin shall bear the Lion Capitol of Ashoka Pillar with legend 'Sftlfr inscribed 

below flanked on the left upper periphery with the word “YTOT" and on the right upper periphery with the word “INDIA”. 
It shall also bear the denominational value “10” in International Numerals below the Lion Capitol flanked on the left lower 
periphery with the word “Wl” in Hindi and right lower periphery with the word “RUPEES” in English. 

REVERSE.—-This face of the coin shall bear the portrait of “DR SYAMA PRASAD MOOKERJEE” flanked on the 
left periphery with the words ”5L yPlrtT Tram in Hindi and on the top and right periphery “DR SYAMA PRASAD 

MOOKERJEE” in English. The figure “2001” with the wordin Hindi and “Centenary” inEnglish shall be shown 
below the portrait in international numerals. 

4. TWO RUPEES 

OBVERSE.—This fece of the coin shall bear the Lion Capitol of Ashoka Pillar with legend "amif ’ inscribed 

below flanked on the left upper periphery with the word "VWT and on the right upper periphery flanked with the word 
“INDIA”. It shall also bear the denominational value “2” in International Numerals below the Lion Capitol flanked on the 
left lower periphery with the word “WC in Hindi and right lower periphery with the word “RUPEES” in English. 

REVERSE.—This fece of the coin shall bear the portrait of “DR SYAMA PRASAD MOOKERJEE” flanked on the 
left periphery with the words “tst. ttftt Tram rifrarsff” in Hindi and on the top and right periphery “DR SYAMA PRASAD 
MOOKERJEE” inEnglish. The figure “2001” with the word^'ftWfl" in Hindi and “Centenary” in English shall be shown 
below the portrait in international numerals.
